ploy ed to work as soon as possi­ 
ble. 
It was pointed ou t th at, the 
PWA may not g et ev en as mu ch 
as $500,000,000, since the leg isla­ 
tion making it av ailable wou ld 
perm it the President to allo­ 
cate to pu blic works as little as 
he saw fit and the RFC money 
cou ld be u sed only for loans — 
not g rants. 
In the federal bu ilding sched­ 
u le, $40,000,000 is to g o for nav al 
constru ction, $65,000,000 for post 
offices and $45,000,00 as second 
y ear allotm ents for larg e federal 
projects already u nder constru c­ 
tion. 
Of the rem aining fu nds, offi­ 
cials said su ch projects as sew­ 
ers, schools, water works and 
others of u nqu estionable social 
v alu e wou ld receiv e preference. 
A small reserv e will be held to 
take 
care of any possible 
in­ 
creases in construction costs.

Measu res to meet the 
drou g ht were ex pected to be a n­ 
nou nced in parliam ent this week. 
Ag ricu ltu ral districts are su f­ 
fering acu tely in m any cou nties. 
Liv estock is dy ing , for the lack 
of moistu re has dried u p pas­ 
tu res. Villag e water su pplies are 
fast disappearing with wells and 
spring s dry . 
Small stream s in 
ru ral Eng land were reported at 
only one-fou rth norm al size. 
There 
was 
no 
immediate 
anx iety for London itself 
bu t 
au thorities hinted drastic m eas­ 
u res m ig ht be pu t in force to 
check waste. 


Cole’s Lane, the narrow th or­ 
ou g hfare ju st west of the city 
limits, is prov ing an u nsatisfac­ 
tory detou r for traffic on U. S.

Sev eral traffic jam s hav e 
resu lted there becau se of the in­ 
ability of larg e tru cks to pass on 
the narrpw lane, and some v e­ 
hicles hav e g one off the road. 
An accident was said to hav e 
occu rred on the detou r Su nday 
nig ht bu t it was not reported to 
local au thorities.

For a nu mber of y ears one of 
the Unsolv ed problems in eastern 
intercollegiate athletic cou ncils 
has been what to do abou t the 
habit of Pacific coast teams in 
romping off with the I. C. 4-A 
track and field championship. 
The obv iou s answer at first, 
when it was a nov elty to enter­ 
tain the brawny lads from the 
west coast, was to bu ild bigger 
and better track teams to meet 
the challenge, bu t the fu tility of 
that measu re is best shown by 
the fact only once in the last 14 
y ears has an eastern team been 
able to ou tscore the v isiting del­ 
egations. 
Nex t in the line of su ggestions 
was one that the western mem­ 
bers, namely California, Stanford 
and Sou thern California, be po­ 
litely requ ested to resign and 
play in their own backy ards, so 
fas as the old gu ard of the I. C. 
A. A. A. A. was concerned. This 
gained no seriou s headway , how­ 
ev er, for the dou ble reason that 
the eastern colleges did not want 
to pu t themselv es in a ridicu lou s 
light and the western colleges 
had no idea of taking the hint. 
The fact is that the western 
teams are welcomed, their prow­ 
ess admired and all that sort of 
thing bu t it is also clear that the 
ex isting competitiv e conditions 
offer no real chance to determine 
the best eastern track and field 
team. Other sections hav e their 
own conference meets and then, 
if they choose, send the winner 
or a picked grou p to compete in 
the National Collegiates. Only in 
the east it is impossible, as m at­ 
ters stand, to determine a sec­ 
tional champion in this particu ­ 
lar sport. 
Hence the decision now to en­ 
large the scope of the eastern 
“Big Sev en” for the pu rpose of 
holding its own track meet, prior 
to the I. C. A. A. A. A. champion­ 
ships. 
The sev en are Harv ard, 
Yale, Princeton, Dartmou th, Cor­ 
nell, Pennsy lv ania and Colu mbia. 
They will hold a one-day “cham ­ 
pionship” meet on May 11, 1935 . 
at Princeton. 


“Big Sev en” Taking Form 
This simply marks one more 
step toward the logical goal — 
formatioh of an eastern confer­ 
ence, with the afore-mentioned 
sev en as charter members and 
the way prepared for possible 
additions. 
Track 
is the third 
sport to 
bring them altogether by mem­ 
bership in baseketball and base­ 
ball leagu es. 
For a long time Harv ard o- 
jected to su ch entangling alli­ 
ances, preferring to hav e a free 
hand in all athletic relationships 
and schedu le-making. Now that 
the Crimson is one of the most 
enthu siastic adv ocates of closer 
association, u nder the leadership 
of Bill Bingham, there appears 
no reason why the Big Sev en 
soon cannot ex tend its operations 
to all fields of sport, inclu ding 
football and ev en rowing. 
There is, of cou rse, already an 
Intercollegiate Rowing associa­ 
tion, composed of Cornell, Col­ 
u mbia, Sy racu se, Nav y and Penn­ 
sy lv ania. It condu cts the Pou gh­ 
keepsie regatta and like the I. C. 
A. A. A. A., welcomes the best 
from the Pacific coast. 
Of the 
fou r members of the “Big Sev en” 
now participating in the rowing 
associations’- activ ities, Yale and 
Harv ard hav e their own priv ate 
party annu ally at New London, 
Conn., Princeton prefers to stick 
to the shorter distances and 
Dartmou th is abou t to test ou t 
the crew sport on a nearby lake. 


Clo ser Gridiro n Ties 
The re-arrangem ent of the 
chief eastern football schedu les 
within the last two or three 
y ears u ndou btedly pav es the way 
for a closer relationship among 
the “Big Sev en” on the gridiron. 
Yale, for instance, play s fiv e of 
the six others in the grou p this 
fall, Cornell being the only ex ­ 
ception. 
By eliminating warm-u p or 
early season set-u p games, like­ 
wise doing away with the u nsat­ 
isfactory practice of open dates 
(su ch as Cornell has a habit of 
doing) it wou ld be feasible for all 
sev en to engage in a football 
fou nd-robin each season and 
still hav e room for a cou ple of 


intersectio nal co ntests o n

eight-game schedule. 
Or 
they can find 
plenty o f 
neighbo ring o ppo sitio n to fill in 
the balance o f the dates, Co rnell 
by play ing Sy racuse and may be

Appraise them of this fact 
and they will freely adm it it. They >gamble with 
health — w hich m eans happiness — relying on 
their “good luck’ in escaping the ills befalling 
those who refuse to heed the warning signs be­ 
fore it is too late. 
Walking has adv antages aside from the health 


standpoint. It takes people from the crowd; it 
offers opportunity for thinking ; it is stim ula t­ 
ing and makes the mind more alert and the ey e 
more observant, so tha t the beauties of nature 
may better be appreciated, especially a t this time 
of y ear.

riELOS PICTURES 


OF LIVING BRAIN 


W ashington (/p)_ pictures 
of 
the liv ing brain by X -ray, with 
m any of the finer details before 
inv isible brought out in sharp 
relief, are m ade possible by 
a 
new technique reported to the 
D istrict of Columbia medical so­ 
ciety. 
A hole is drilled through 
the 
skull, and a preparation 
con­ 
taining throium dioxide is 
in­ 
jected into the 
brain 
cav ities. 
This substance has the effect of 
stopping X -rays passing through 
the skull, outlining sharply on 
the X -ray picture the boundaries 
of the brain and its cav ities. 
The new m ethod makes it pos­ 
sible to detect diseased or in­ 
jured conditions 
in brain cav ­ 
ities, which would 
hav e 
been 
questionable under old methods. 
Prev iously it has been possible 
to obtain a picture of the inside 
of the brain only by filling 
the 
cav ities with air. Often the de­ 
tails were blurred and there was 
considerable danger to the p a ­ 
tient in the porcess of remov ing 
the air.

The state has 7,000 miles of 
rippling waters the departm ent 
has been stock ing at the rate of 
10,000,000 trout a year’. If the 
improv ed propagation plan is 
successful there will be millions 
more to help satisfy the insatia­ 
ble appetite of the trout fisher­ 
man. 
The plan calls for dev elopment 
of additional food sources, rest­ 
ing places and spawning beds 
and 
general 
improv ement 
of 
streams. 
Sid W. Gorman, bio-ecologist, 
fisherman, lecturer and author, 
is directing the work . He will 
go about the state giv ing dem­ 
onstrations to s p o r t s m e n ’s 
groups and instructing crews as­ 
signed to do the work . 
In the way of help the depart­ 
ment has av ailable men in 14 
civ ilian 
conserv ation c o r p s 
camps, and v arious sportsmen’s 
organizations hav e offered aid.
